These  students 
go  on  to  study  in  the  most  up-and- 
coming  fields  of  science  and  some 
will  pursue  careers  in  biogenetics, 
agricultural  sales,  forestry, 
aquaculture,  veterninary  science, 
and  many,  many  more. 

There  are  quite  a  few  events 
that  the  agriscience  students  take 
part  in  throughout  the  year.
